Obama Highlights Bond With Security Nominee

WASHINGTON - President 
Barack Obama on Friday 
nominated Jeh C. John¬ 
son, a longtime adviser on 
counterterrorism policy and 
a former official at the Pen¬ 
tagon, to be the next sec¬ 
retary of the Department of 
Homeland Security. 

In a Rose Garden ceremo¬ 


ny, Obama highlighted his 
personal bond with John¬ 
son, calling him an “out¬ 
standing public servant 
who I have known and 
trusted for years.” The presi¬ 
dent urged the Senate to 
confirm Johnson “as soon 
as possible.” 

In choosing Johnson, 56, 
to replace Janet Napoli- 
tano, Obama is turning to 


an insider in his administra¬ 
tion who does not have the 
border-security credentials 
that Napolitano brought 
as a former governor of Ari¬ 
zona. 

Instead, Johnson - whose 
first name is pronounced 
“Jay” - would arrive at the 
department as a central 
player in Obama’s efforts 
to redefine the war on ter¬ 


rorism during the first five 
years of the president’s 
tenure. 

Obama cited that experi¬ 
ence, saying that Johnson 
had a “deep understand¬ 
ing of the threats and chal¬ 
lenges facing the United 
States.”

NEW JERSEY TO 
ALLOW SAME 
SEX MARRIAGE

Same-sex marriages will 
begin within days in New 
Jersey after the state's 
highest court ruled unani¬ 
mously Friday to uphold a 
lower-court order that gay 
weddings must start Mon¬ 
day and to deny a delay 
that was sought by Gov. 
Chris Christie. 

A judge on the lower court 
had ruled last month that 
New Jersey must recognize 
same-sex marriage and 
set Monday as the date 
to allow gay weddings. 
Christie, a Republican who 
is considered a possible 
2016 presidential candi¬ 
date, appealed the deci¬ 
sion and asked for the start 
date to be put on hold 
while the state Supreme 
Court decides the case. 
“The state has advanced a 
number of arguments, but 
none of them overcome 
this reality: Same-sex cou¬ 
ples who cannot marry are 
not treated equally under 
the law today,” the court 
ruled. “The harm to them is 
real, not abstract or specu¬ 
lative." 

Michael Drewniak, a 
spokesman for Christie, 
said the governor will com¬ 
ply with the ruling, though 
he disagrees with it. 

The ruling puts New Jersey 
on the cusp of becoming 
the 14th state — and the 
third most populous among 
them — to allow same-sex 
marriage. The advocacy 
group Freedom to Marry 
said that as of Monday 
one-third of Americans 
will live in a place where 
same-sex marriage is legal. 
It's being debated else¬ 
where, too. Oregon has be¬ 
gun recognizing same-sex 
weddings performed out 
of state, and it is likely that 
voters will get a chance 
next year to repeal the 
state’s constitutional ban 
on gay marriage. □

Dutch Court: Dog tax not discrimination 

AMSTERDAM (AP) — The Dutch judges who ruled that tax¬ 
ing dog owners is discriminatory were apparently barking 
up the wrong tree. The Netherlands’ Supreme Court on 
Friday overturned a lower court's decision that the south¬ 
ern municipality of Sittard-Geleen illegally discriminated 
against owners of man's best friend by levying a dog fax. 
Opponents of fhe fax argued it was unfair to levy fees 
on them as opposed to people who don’t own dogs be¬ 
cause the money raised goes into the general budget 
of municipalifies. Government statistics show dog taxes 
raise well over 50 million euros ($68 million) a year total for 
the Dutch municipalities with such levies. □ 

French hostage-taker gives himself up 

PARIS (AP) — French police say a gunman who took four 
people hostage at a Paris bank has given himself up and 
all the hostages are safe and unharmed. The 43-year-old 
gunman took the hostages Friday in a plea to get gov¬ 
ernment housing for himself and his disabled son. Four 
hostages were held at the CIC branch, but three were 
freed during the ordeal, which lasted one hour and 20 
minutes. 

At least a dozen police were deployed outside the bank, 
which is near Paris’ busy shopping district of Place de 
I’ltalie. Police say the gunman gave up without a fight 
after the final hostage was freed and handed over his 
gun about 7 p.m. □ 

Attacks up on UK’s red-haired students 

LONDON (AP) — British police say they were called after a 
string of attacks on red-haired pupils at a school in north¬ 
ern England. South Yorkshire Police said in a statement 
Friday the force had been alerted to last week's assaults 
at Wingfield Academy in fhe town of Rotherham, about 
160 miles (260 kilometers) north of London. If said a small 
number of pupils had sustained minor injuries after being 
attacked by fellow students. No arrests were made, but 
police said they had given some of fhe students involved 
a talking to. Some commentators have attributed the 
phenomenon to lingering anti-Celtic prejudice. □ 

Putin crane is found after losing its way 

MOSCOW (AP) — One of the Siberian cranes that Rus¬ 
sian President Vladimir Putin helped teach to fly south last 
year lost its flock along the way, but has been found and 
brought to Moscow. In September 2012, Putin flew on a 
moforized hang glider as part of a project to teach the 
endangered birds who were raised in captivity to later 
follow the aircraft on their migration south to Central Asia. 
One of the cranes was recently spotted in the Tyumen 
region of Siberia and identified by a fag on its right leg 
as belonging to “Putin’s flock.” The crane was flown by 
airplane to Moscow Friday. The white bird, called Raven, 
will spend the winter in a wildlife reserve. □ 

Olive oil, fish top Europe food fraud list 

BRUSSELS (AP) — An EU draft report says olive oil, fish and 
organic food are subjected to fraud more than any other 
foods. In fact, the report says beef is less risky, despite the 
scandal early this year over beef fainted with horsemeat. 
European Parliament member Esther de Lange said Fri¬ 
day she is surprised meat did not make a top 10 list of 
foods subjected to fraud, based on academic studies, 
police records and industry consultations. She also is sur¬ 
prised some supermarkets test calamari rings to make 
sure they're not made of pig's anuses. Behind olive oil, 
fish and organic food, the other top 10 foods are milk, 
grains, honey and maple syrup, coffee and tea, spices, 
wine, and certain fruit juices. □

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Thomas Foley, former house speaker, dies at 84

Thomas S. Foley, a courtly 
congressman from Wash¬ 
ington state who as speak¬ 
er of the House for five years 
sought to still the cham¬ 
ber's rising tide of partisan 
combat before it swept the 
Democratic majority, and 
Foley himself, out of office 
in 1994, died Friday at his 
home in Washington, D.C. 
He was 84. Foley’s wife. 
Heather, said in a state¬ 
ment that the cause was 
complications of strokes. 
She said he had a stroke 
in December, was hospi¬ 
talized with pneumonia in 
May and had been under 
hospice care at his home 
virtually since then. 

In a statement. President 
Barack Obama called Fol¬ 
ey “a legend of the United 
States Congress” whose 
“straightforward approach 
helped him find common 
ground with members of 
both parties." 

When he became speaker 


on June 6, 1989, Foley ap¬ 
pealed to “our friends on 
the Republican side to 
come together and put 
away bitterness and di¬ 
vision and hostility.” He 
promised to treat “each 
and every member” fairly, 
regardless of party, and 
by most estimates he lived 
up to that promise to a 
degree unmatched by his 
successors. Foley succeed¬ 
ed for a time in making the 
House a more civil place, 
winning praise from many 
Republicans for his fairness. 
But by 1994 Republicans 
had hardened, painting 
the Democratic-controlled 
House as out of touch and 
corrupt. Foley’s five and 
half years as speaker were 
marked by a successful ef¬ 
fort to force Bush to accept 
tax increases as part of a 
1990 deficit-reduction deal, 
and by unsuccessful op¬ 
position to the president's 
plans to invade Iraq in 1991. 
Thomas Stephen Foley was 
born March 6, 1929, in Spo¬ 


kane, the only son of Ralph 
E. Foley, a county prosecu¬ 
tor and judge, and the for¬ 
mer Helen Marie Higgins, a 
teacher whose family had 
been pioneers in Lincoln 
County, Wash. He attend¬ 
ed Gonzaga Preparatory 
School and Gonzaga Uni¬ 
versity in Spokane before 
transferring to the University 
of Washington, where he 
earned a bachelor’s de¬ 
gree in 1951 and a law de¬ 
gree in 1957. In 1968 Foley 
married Heather Strachan, 
a lawyer who became an 
unofficial chief of staff for 
her husband. Besides his 
wife, Foley is survived by a 
sister, Maureen Latimer. Af¬ 
ter leaving Congress, Foley 
was chairman of President 
Bill Clinton’s Foreign Intel¬ 
ligence Advisory Board 
from 1995 to 1997. He then 
served for three years as 
ambassador to Japan, a 
nation he had studied and 
frequently visited, in part to 
promote his district's farm 
products.□

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Train strike clogs San 
Francisco’s highways

OAKLAND, California (AP) 

— Hundreds of thousands of 
commuters in the San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay area clogged 
highways, swarmed bus¬ 
es and shivered on ferry 
decks Friday as workers for 
the region’s largest transit 
system walked off the job 
for the second time in four 
months. 

The strike could drag 
through the weekend and 
into next work week. Bay 
Area Rapid Transit spokes¬ 
man Rick Rice said that 
no new talks have been 
scheduled, and represen¬ 
tatives from the unions 
were meeting and didn't 
immediately return calls 
from The Associated Press. 
Discussions fell apart late 
Thursday after a marathon 
30-hour negotiation with 
a federal mediator that 
put representatives from 
both sides at dueling press 
conferences, rumpled, un¬ 
shaven and angry. 

Six months of on-again, off- 
again negotiations have 
brought agreement on 
key issues such as raises, 
health care and pensions. 
But there remained a snarl 


Friday: a package of work 
rules involving when sched¬ 
ules are posted, whether 
workers can file for over¬ 
time when they've been 
out sick, and how pay- 
checks are delivered. 

The BART system carries 
about 400,000 workers a 
day through tunnels un¬ 
der the bay and into the 
region’s urban core of San 
Francisco from four sur¬ 
rounding counties, reliev¬ 
ing what would otherwise 
be congested bridges. 

In an effort to alleviate 
delays, many of the Bay 
Area’s other 27 transit sys¬ 
tems added bus, ferry and 
rail service Friday. Carpools 
and rideshare programs 
were also busy, and more 
cyclists took the streets. 

But traffic was sluggish 
all morning, and lines at 
bridge toll plazas were 
backed up for miles (kilo¬ 
meters). 

Passengers touching down 
at San Francisco Interna¬ 
tional Airport were warned 
that trains weren't running, 
and it could take twice as 
long to get into the city. 
Many simply avoided the 
hassle, telecommuting 
instead. □

The amount would be used 
to calculate any Clean 
Water Act penalties that BP 
would have to pay. 

Using government figures, 
a maximum penalty if the 
company is found grossly 
negligent could total $18 
billion. The company’s fig¬ 
ures would cut that maxi¬ 
mum to around $10.5 bil¬ 
lion.

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Harper Lee sues hometown museum in Alabama

MONTGOMERY, Alabama 
(AP) — “To Kill a Mocking¬ 
bird” author Harper Lee 
is suing a museum in her 
hometown of Monroeville 
to stop it from selling sou¬ 
venirs with her name and 
the title of her Pulitzer Prize¬ 
winning book. 

The lawsuit, filed last week 
in federal court in Mobile, 
said the Monroe County 
Heritage Museum has trad¬ 
ed on Lee’s fame without 
her approval and without 
compensating her. It seeks 
an unspecified amount in 
damages. 

“Every single statement in 
the lawsuit is either false, 
meritless, or both," muse¬ 
um attorney Matt Goforth 
said in an email Friday. 

The suit comes after Lee 
sought a federal trade¬ 
mark for the title of her 
book when it’s used on 
clothing. The museum op¬ 
posed her application, 
saying its souvenir sales are 
vital to its continued oper¬ 
ation. A ruling is over a year 
away. 

Lee’s book is set in fictional 
Maycomb County, but her

Mom: Newtown victim shouted for classmates to run

HARTFORD, Connecticut 
(AP) — A 6-year-old boy 
killed in the massacre in a 
Connecticut elementary 
school shouted for his class¬ 
mates to run while the gun¬ 
man paused to reload and 
was shot moments later, 
the boy's mother said Fri¬ 
day. The boy, Jesse Lewis, 
had just seen his teacher 
shot and urged the others 
to flee while the gunman, 
Adam Lanza, put a new 
clip into his semi-automatic 
rifle. 

“He yelled, ‘Run!’ Adam re¬ 
loaded and shot him in the 


head,” said Scarlett Lewis, 
who learned details of the 
events inside the classroom 
from investigators who 
gathered accounts from 
children who survived. 
“When I heard he used his 
last few seconds on earfh 
to try to save his friends, 
I was not surprised,” she 
said. “I am so incredibly 
proud of him.” The boy’s 
actions were first reported 
by The Hartford Courant 
newspaper. Lanza shot his 
way into Sandy Hook El¬ 
ementary school on Dec. 
14 and killed 20 children 
and six women in one of 
the worst school shootings 


in U.S. history. He also killed 
his mother earlier in the day 
and committed suicide as 
police arrived at the school 
building. A report on the 
Newtown shooting by in¬ 
vestigators is due to be re¬ 
leased soon. Investigators 
have not disclosed a pos¬ 
sible motive for the mas¬ 
sacre. In Jesse's classroom, 
which was led by teacher 
Victoria Soto, 11 students 
survived, including some 
who ran past Lanza when 
he stopped to reload. In 
the classroom led by Lau¬ 
ren Rousseau, only one 
child survived. Both teach¬ 
ers were killed. 


Scarlett Lewis said several 
people emerged as he¬ 
roes that day, but her un¬ 
derstanding is that some of 
the survivors ran because 
of what her son did to help 
them. Lewis has dedicated 
herself recently to the Jesse 
Lewis Choose Love Foun¬ 
dation, which promotes 
ways for communities to 
“choose love over anger, 
gratitude over entitlement, 
and forgiveness and com¬ 
passion over bitterness.”

The mu¬ 
seum in Monroeville has 
displays honoring her and 
presents the play “To Kill a 
Mockingbird” each sum¬ 
mer in the old county 
courthouse courtroom, 
which served as a model 
for the movie’s courtroom. 
The museum pays royalties 
for using the play, and that 
is not an issue in the suit. 
The suit contends the mu¬ 
seum has profited from 
fhe unauthorized use of 
Lee's name and book title 
through the sale of cloth¬ 
ing and a variety of sou¬ 
venirs. Its website also uses 
the title (http://www.toki!- 
lamockingbird.com ) with¬ 
out any compensation, the 
suit says. 

“Ms. Lee has suffered a 
stroke and is in ill health. 
The defendant apparently 
believes that she lacks the 
desire to police her trade¬ 
marks, and therefore seeks 
to take advantage of Ms. 
Lee’s condition and prop¬ 
erty. The defendant is mis¬ 
taken,” the suit says. 

The suit says that in August, 
the museum refused an of¬ 
fer from Lee to sell it mer¬ 
chandise she had autho¬ 
rized. 

Clay Rankin, the attorney 
representing the 87-year- 
old author, did not respond 
to requests for comment 
Friday. 

The museum’s attorney 
said the tourist attraction is 
within its rights to educate 
the public and preserve 
the area's history. 

“It's sad that Harper Lee's 
handlers have seen fit to 
attack the nonprofit muse¬ 
um in her hometown that 
has been honoring her and 
the town's rich history as¬ 
sociated with that legacy 
for over 20 years,” Goforth

NEW YORK (AP) — Will 
Washington be the Grinch 
who stole Christmas? 

After weeks of bickering 
between Congress and 
the White House, Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama on 
Wednesday signed into 
law a plan that ended a 
partial 16-day government 
shutdown and suspended 
the United States’ debt limit 
until early next year. But 
the measure, which comes 
just weeks ahead of the 
holiday shopping season, 
only temporarily averts a 
potential default on U.S. 
debt that could send the 
nation into a recession. Re¬ 
tailers hope that short-term 
uncertainty won't stop 
Americans from spending 
during the busiest shop¬ 


ping period of the year, but 
they’re fearful that it will. “I 
am not nervous, but I am 
mindful,” said Jay Stein, 
chairman of Stein Mart, a 
300-store chain that sells 
home goods and cloth¬ 
ing. "The biggest enemy 
of consumer confidence 
is uncertainty." Retailers 
and industry watchers say 
Washington gridlock al¬ 
ready has caused shoppers 
to hold back on purchases. 
The number of people go¬ 
ing info stores nationwide 
dropped 7.5 percent for 
the week that ended Oct. 5 
and 7.1 percent during the 
following week compared 
with a year ago, accord¬ 
ing to ShopperTrak, which 
measures foot traffic at 
40,000 retail outlets across 
the country. Men’s cloth¬ 
ier Jos. A. Bank Clothiers 


and furniture chain Ethan 
Allen said their customers 
cut back in recent weeks. 


And auto sales, which had 
been strong, trailed off last 
week, with experts blaming 
Washington lawmakers. Re¬ 
tailers say the agreement 
that lawmakers approved, 
which funds the govern¬ 
ment until Jan. 15 and gives 
the Treasury the ability to 
borrow above its limit until 
Feb. 7, may not be enough 
to alleviate shoppers’ con¬ 
cerns. Robert N. Wildrick, 
chairman of Jos. A. Bank, 
which has 623 U.S. stores, 
said retailers can't afford 
more uncertainty during 
the holiday shopping sea¬ 
son. "The more this non¬ 
sense goes on .... the more 
scared (consumers) be¬ 
come,” he said. Even be¬ 
fore the stalemate in Wash¬ 
ington, retailers had reasons 
to be cautiously optimistic 


about the holiday season, 
which accounts for up to 
40 percent of retailers' an¬ 
nual revenue. While the 
job and housing markets 
are improving, that hasn’t 
yet translated into sus¬ 
tained spending increases 
among shoppers. But retail¬ 
ers spend money on ads, 
order additional inventory 
and add sales staff during 
fhe holidays hoping shop¬ 
pers will spending freely. If 
fhey don't, stores have to 
discount, which eats away 
profits. The National Retail 
Federation, the largest U.S. 
retail group, had forecast 
in early October that sales 
would climb 3.9 percent in

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Norway investigates assailant in Kenya siege

LARVIK, Norway - The trail 
in the investigation into the 
deadly attack on a Kenyan 
shopping mall leads all the 
way to Scandinavia, where 
the Norwegian police have 
identified a man who may 
have been among the as¬ 
sailants. Investigators are 
questioning relatives and 
friends of Hassan Abdi 
Dhuhulow, 23, a Norwegian 
citizen born in Somalia, to 
try to determine whether 
he was one of the four mili¬ 
tants captured on surveil¬ 
lance footage inside the 
shopping mall, calmly killing 
shoppers on a Saturday af¬ 
ternoon last month. 

His sister, who spoke on the 
condition of anonymity, 
said in an interview here 
in Larvik, where Dhuhulow 
grew up, that officers from 
the Norwegian security po¬ 
lice had asked her whether 
her brother had placed 
calls from Nairobi, including 
from the Westgate shop¬ 
ping mall, during the siege. 
She said that he had not 
and that the family was un¬ 
aware of any role he might 
have played in the attack. 
“My mother and father and 


me, we don’t even know 
if he is dead or alive,” she 
said. “We are waiting for 
the whole issue to become 
clearer.” A spokesman for 
the Norwegian Police Secu¬ 
rity Service, Martin Bernsen, 
said investigators were also 
unsure whether Dhuhulow 


was still alive. Several explo¬ 
sions and a fire at the mall 
have made it hard to distin¬ 
guish between the remains 
of the victims and attack¬ 
ers. Authorities have been 


unable thus far to identify 
any of the militants among 
the bodies pulled from the 
rubble. Johansen Oduor, 
chief government patholo¬ 
gist, said that remains be¬ 
lieved to belong to three 
of the attackers had been 
pulled from the rubble on 


Thursday and taken to the 
Nairobi City Mortuary, but 
that identification would 
likely require advanced 
forensics including DNA 
testing. “The bodies are 


charred. There’s no face. 
There’s no clothes,” Oduor 
said. “There are body parts 
and with body parts it's diffi¬ 
cult to tell” even how many 
of the attackers there were. 
The remains were recov¬ 
ered next to AK-47 rifles, the 
same kind of firearms the 
attackers were carrying in 
footage from security cam¬ 
eras in the mall. Kenyan se¬ 
curity forces do not use that 
make of rifle. 

“If you are found next to an 
AK, most likely you are one 
of the attackers,” Oduor 
said. A man with the same 
name as Dhuhulow was 
arrested in Somalia in con¬ 
nection with the murder of 
a radio journalist but was 
freed by a military tribu¬ 
nal for lack of evidence in 
March. In 2009, Dhuhulow 
began going on what his 
sister called “long vaca¬ 
tions" to Somalia. Contact 
with the family was spo¬ 
radic, and she could not 
remember whether she 
had last spoken to him last 
year or the year before. 
“My brother leads a differ¬ 
ent life than me,” she said. 
A family member told the 
BBC that he had called this 
summer and said he was in 
trouble. The Norwegian Po¬ 
lice Security Service said in 
a statement last week that 
it had received information 
that a Norwegian citizen 
of Somali origin may have 
been involved in “the plan¬ 
ning and execution of the 
attack” in late September, 
when militants stormed the 
mall and killed more than 60 
men, women and children. 
The Norwegians sent inves¬ 
tigators to Nairobi to work 
with Kenyan security ser¬ 
vices on the investigation. 
The Somali militant group 
the al-Shabab claimed 
responsibility. The Kenyan 
authorities initially said 10 
to 15 assailants had been 
involved in the assault. Offi¬ 
cials with knowledge of the 
investigation now say that 
the number was no more 
than six and may be as few 
as fhe four captured on the 
surveillance tapes. 

Kenyan officials released 
four names, but none of 
them was Dhuhulow’s, and 
officials with knowledge of 
the investigation said later 
that they were believed to 
be noms de guerre and not 
birth names.Q 


Lebanese 
Shiite pilgrims 
kidnapped in 
Syria freed

BEIRUT (AP) — Nine Shiite 
pilgrims from Lebanon kid¬ 
napped in Syria were freed 
late Friday night as part of 
a negotiated hostage deal 
that could see two Turkish 
pilots held by Lebanese 
militants released, officials 
said. The complicated 
three-way deal also poten¬ 
tially includes the release of 
female prisoners now held 
by the embattled govern¬ 
ment of Syrian President 
Bashar Assad. While details 
about the deal remained 
murky, it appeared to rep¬ 
resent one of the more 
ambitious negotiated set¬ 
tlements to come out of 
Syria's civil war, now enter¬ 
ing its third year and being 
fought by forces tearing 
apart the region and large¬ 
ly opposed to any bartered 
peace. 

The pilgrims were part of a 
group of 11 hostages taken 
by a rebel faction in north¬ 
ern Syria in May 2012. Two 
were later released, but 
the nine had been held 
since, causing friction in the 
region and sparking the 
August kidnapping in Beirut 
that saw two Turkish Airlines 
pilots abducted. Lebanese 
Interior Minister Marwan 
Charbel told The Associat¬ 
ed Press that the nine Leba¬ 
nese hostages “are now in 
Turkish territories.” Charbel 
said he expects two Turkish 
pilots to be released in Leb¬ 
anon soon and the Syrian 
government will release a 
number of female detain¬ 
ees. "We insist that those 
who kidnapped the Turks 
release them,” Charbel 
said, referring to the pilots. 
The two pilots appeared 
in a video on Wednesday, 
the first since they were 
kidnapped. "This is all part 
of one deal,” Charbel 
said by telephone. Asked 
when he expects the freed 
Lebanese to come home, 
he said “in the coming 24 
to 48 hours.” In Turkey, the 
state-run Anadolu Agency 
quoted Foreign Minister 
Ahmet Davutoglu as say¬ 
ing “there are positive de¬ 
velopments” concerning 
the hostages and that the 
issue had "mostly been 
resolved. ”□

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Iran FM: Israel seeks to undermine nuclear talks

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Iran’s 
foreign minister on Friday 
accused Israel of trying to 
undermine what he de¬ 
scribed as progress in Teh¬ 
ran’s nuclear talks with 
world powers. 

The negotiations — which 
ended in Geneva on an 
upbeat note this week 
with Western and Iranian 
negotiators announcing a 
follow-up round early next 
month — are meant to re¬ 
duce fears that Tehran is 
seeking a nuclear weapon. 
Iran denies it’s pursuing 
an atomic bomb, insisting 
its nuclear program is for 
peaceful purposes only, 
and has resisted incentives 
and tough penalties aimed 
at curbing its activities. 

The talks that ended 
Wednesday in Geneva 


managed to overcome 
months of deadlock and 
get negotiations going 
again between Iran and 
the five permanent U.N. 
Security Council members 
and Germany. 

Since moderate Iranian 
President Hassan Rouhani 
took office in August, se¬ 
nior officials from Rouhani 
on down have pledged 
to meet international con¬ 
cerns in exchange for an 
easing of crippling eco¬ 
nomic sanctions. 

On Friday, Iran’s top rep¬ 
resentative in the talks, 
Foreign Minister Moham¬ 
med Javad Zarif, posted 
on his Facebook page 
that “there is a high pos¬ 
sibility the talks would be 
disturbed through various 
efforts” on the part of Israel. 
Zarif said these efforts re¬

Libya: 

Benghazi military leader killed

TRIPOLI, Libya (AP) — Gun¬ 
men killed the head of the 
regional military police 
in Libya’s eastern city of 
Benghazi as he was head¬ 
ed to a mosque to attend 
Friday prayers, a security 
official said. 

Libya has been in turmoil 
since the end of an eight- 
month civil war that ousted 
and killed longtime Libyan 
dictator Moammar Gad- 
hafi in 2011. Most recently, 
Libyan Prime Minister Ali Zi- 
dan was briefly kidnapped 
by gunmen in Tripoli.

He spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because he was not au¬ 
thorized to give information 
to the media. 

El-Barghathy served in Lib¬ 
yan army during the Gha- 
dafi’s reign. He was one 
of the first army officers

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EU, Canada reach landmark free trade deal 


Euro rally 
could slow 
recovery

LONDON (AP) — The euro 
pushed above $1.37 on Fri¬ 
day for the first time since 
February in a move that 
analysts say could crimp 
the single currency zone’s 
recovery from recession. 
Europe's currency has gar¬ 
nered support this year 
thanks to an easing in 
the continent’s debt crisis 
and a return to economic 
growth. 

However, in recent days, its 
appreciation against the 
dollar has accelerated as 
the U.S. government strug¬ 
gled to raise the country’s 
debt ceiling. Even though 
a deal was agreed at the 
last minute, the U.S.'s eco¬ 
nomic reputation and the 
status of the dollar as the 
world’s reserve currency 
have taken a hit. As a re¬ 
sult, the dollar suffered a 
broad-based drop. 

By early afternoon Friday 
trading in London, the euro 
was trading 0.1 percent 
higher at $1.3684, having 
earlier risen to $1.3704, its 
highest level since Feb. 1. 
Analysts say the strength 
of the euro — which as re¬ 
cently as mid-July was trad¬ 
ing below $1.30 — could 
make the eurozone's ex¬ 
ports more expensive in in¬ 
ternational markets, threat¬ 
ening the overall recovery. 
“Regardless of its causes 
and justifications, the eu¬ 
ro's strength threatens to 
have a negative impact 
on the growth of eurozone 
exports,” said Jonathan 
Loynes, chief European 
economist at Capital Eco¬ 
nomics. 

The 17-country eurozone 
emerged from its longest- 
ever recession in the sec¬ 
ond quarter. □

BRUSSELS (AP) — Canada 
and the European Union 
have struck a tentative 
free trade deal meant to 
boost growth and jobs 
and which European of¬ 
ficials hope will provide a 
blueprint for a much larger 

— but more challenging — 
trade pact with the U.S. 

The deal agreed on Friday 
in Brussels will cut tariffs and 
red tape and was attained 
after settling bitter disputes 
over cheese exports and 
visa requirements. Com¬ 
panies on each side will 
have improved access to 
the two lucrative markets 

— the 28-member EU's 500 
million people and Cana¬ 
da’s 35 million. 

“This is a big deal. It is the 
biggest deal our country 
has ever made,” Canadi¬ 
an Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper said in Brussels. 

The value of bilateral trade 
in goods and services be¬ 
tween the EU and Canada 
was 85 billion euros in 2012 
($116 billion at today's val¬ 
ue), according to the Euro¬ 
pean Commission, the EU's 
executive arm. It estimates 
the agreement will boost 
trade by almost a quarter. 
The deal still requires ap¬ 
proval by the European 
Parliament, EU member 
states and from Canada 
on federal and provincial 
levels. These are expected 
to be cleared in 2015. 

A total of 99 percent of 
tariffs will be removed im¬ 
mediately once the agree¬ 
ment takes effect, with only 
a few agricultural products 
being excluded and man¬ 
aged by quota rules. 

In numerical terms, the 
deal appears to be a big¬ 
ger win for Canada. The 
EU, a $17-trillion economy, 
is Canada’s second-largest 
trading partner behind the 
U.S. By contrast, Canada is 
only the EU’s 12th-largest 


trading market. The deal 
would also help reduce the 
dependence of Canada’s 
$1,8-trillion economy on im¬ 
ports from the U.S. 

However, while Canada’s 
export potential grows, its 
products will also face stiff- 
er competition at home. 
Indeed, Canada seemed 
to have made major con¬ 
cessions for the deal in . 


Sectors like Canada’s 
dairy products, particularly 
cheese producers, are like¬ 
ly to see their market share 
fall. They will receive help 
from the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment as imports from 
Europe ramp up. Harper 
said. He insisted, neverthe¬ 
less, that the deal is “in the 
interest of the vast majority 
of Canadians.” 

European Commission Pres¬ 
ident Jose Manuel Barroso 
hailed the agreement as 
a “win-win for both sides" 
after four years of negotia¬ 
tions. 

The EU’s cheese exports 


proved to be one of the 
last stumbling blocks in the 
negotiations, EU officials 
said. 

In the final compromise, 
Canada accepted an in¬ 
creased quota that will al¬ 
low EU cheese exports to 
surge by 130 percent. 
Another hurdle was the 
Czech government's insis¬ 
tence that Canada should 


waive its visa requirement 
for Czech citizens. Harper 
said that Canada will scrap 
the rule in the coming 
weeks. 

The EU hopes the agree¬ 
ment with Canada will pro¬ 
vide a boost to free trade 
talks with the U.S., which 
would be the world’s larg¬ 
est such pact. The EU and 
U.S. combined represent 
just under half of the global 
economy. 

Officials on both sides of 
the Atlantic hope to agree 
on the broad outline of that 
deal by the end of next 
year, but that schedule is 


considered highly ambi¬ 
tious as significant hurdles 
remain. 

“We expect this agree¬ 
ment to set some stan¬ 
dards, also for other nego¬ 
tiations, including with our 
American friends,” Barroso 
said, hinting that some of 
the compromises struck 
with Canada could serve 
as blueprints for the nego¬ 


tiations with the U.S. 

A study commissioned by 
the EU estimates that a U.S. 
deal could add about 120 
billion euros ($164 billion) 
to the EU's gross domestic 
product and 95 billion euros 
($130 billion) to U.S. GDP. 
The EU says the main ben¬ 
eficiaries of the agreement 
with Canada in Europe will 
be carmakers, car part 
manufacturers and chemi¬ 
cal firms. 

Among agricultural prod¬ 
ucts, the deal is expected 
to boost EU exports of wine, 
spirits, pasta and dairy 
products like cheeseO

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Greece trying to identify girl found in Gypsy camp

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

The Greek police raided 
the camp in search of 
drugs and weapons, part 
of a crackdown on illegal 
activity in the Gypsy com¬ 
munity. But during the op¬ 
eration, an accompanying 
prosecutor noticed some¬ 
thing else that stood out: a 
blond, blue-eyed little girl. 
Around 4 years old and go¬ 
ing by the name Maria, the 
girl looked nothing like the 
couple she lived with, offi¬ 
cials said Friday. DNA tests 
proved she wasn’t their 
child, and further investi¬ 
gation raised even more 
suspicions: authorities al¬ 
lege the mother claimed 
to have given birth to six 
children in a total of less 
than 10 months, while 10 of 
the 14 children the couple 
registered as their own are 
unaccounted for. 

As Greek officials now try 
to figure out the girl’s true 
identity and whether the 
couple was linked to child 
trafficking rings, experts are 
using the case to point out 
the severe weaknesses in 
the country’s birth registra¬ 


tion system. 

The child was found 
Wednesday near Farsala 
in central Greece. Police 
say they also found drugs 
and unregistered firearms 
in other parts of the Gypsy 
— or Roma — settlement, 
which is about 280 kilome¬ 
ters (170 miles) north of Ath¬ 
ens. 

The director of Greece’s 
“A child’s smile” charity, 
which is taking care of the 
girl, praised an observant 
prosecutor who went on 
the camp raid along with 
dozens of police. “She saw 
a little blond head pok¬ 
ing out from under the 
bedclothes,” Costas Gi- 
annopoulos told private 
Skai TV. “It struck her as 
odd, and that’s how it all 
started.” 

The couple, a 39-year-old 
man and a 40-year-old 
woman, were arrested and 
charged with abducting 
a minor. The Greek police 
have asked Interpol for as¬ 
sistance in helping find the 
child’s real family, while Gi- 
annopoulos’ charity said 
it has sought the same as¬ 
sistance from international 
groups for lost or abused 


children. 

“Her features suggest that 
she might be from an east¬ 
ern or northern (European) 
country,” regional police 
chief Panayiotis Tziovaras 
said of the girl. 

The suspects are alleged 


to have offered conflict¬ 
ing initial accounts about 
how they came to have 
the child — that the girl was 
found in a blanket, that she 
was handed to them by 
strangers or that she had a 
foreign father. 


Marietta 
Palavra, said they took

HAVANA (AP) — You can 

find just about anything at 
El Curita marketplace in 
gritty central Havana. 
Hundreds of entrepreneurs 
hawk all manner of goods 
at the bustling bazaar, 
from watches, shampoos 
and facial creams to ne¬ 
on-colored tube tops and 
the striped FC Barcelona 
soccer jerseys that are in¬ 
creasingly a fashion must. 
Three years ago, there 
was nothing quite like it on 
this Communist-run island 
known as much for per¬ 
petual scarcity as it is for 
pristine beaches and world 
class cigars. And three 
months from now, it could 
all be over as authorities 
begin enforcing a new law 
banning the private sale of 
imported goods. 

Cuba is in the middle of 
what it calls a significant 
opening to limited private 
enterprise — even as it 
swears it won't abandon 
socialism. But for entrepre¬ 
neurs who have carved 


out modestly successful 
livelihoods after investing 
their life savings to launch 
import-dependent busi¬ 
nesses, the new measure 
feels like a big step back. 


Announced in late Sep¬ 
tember, the law is likely to 
snuff out some businesses 
entirely while driving others 
back underground in a na¬ 
tion where the black mar¬ 


ket has long flourished. In 
some markets, crude signs 
have already started go¬ 
ing up advertising “liquida¬ 
tion” sales. “I never thought 
that this would happen. I’m 


desperate," said Barbara 
Perez, who sells blouses for 
$13 and jeans for around 
$15 from her clothing stall. 
“I can’t sleep because I’m 
constantly asking myself, 
‘What is going to happen? 
What am I going to do?”’ 
Last week, she said, author¬ 
ities summoned her to hear 
an explanation of the new 
rule. “They treated me well. 
They read me the new law 
and they made me sign 
a paper,” Perez said be¬ 
tween sobs. She has until 
Nov. 30 to sell her remain¬ 
ing inventory, and “after 
that they can confiscate 
it.” Some 436,000 Cubans 
are running or working for 
private small businesses 
under President Raul Cas¬ 
tro’s package of social 
and economic reforms be¬ 
gun in 2010. Among other 
things, the government 
has legalized used car and 
real estate sales and end¬ 
ed the much-detested exit 
visa required for decades 
of all islanders seeking to 
travel overseas. □ 


ICC: Kenya president can skip parts of trial

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — Kenya’s president 
can stay at home to carry 
out his duties as head of 
state for large parts of his 
crimes against humanity 
trial, judges at the Interna¬ 
tional Criminal Court ruled 
Friday. 

The decision came less 
than a week after the Afri¬ 
can Union said it will not al¬ 
low a sitting head of state 
to be prosecuted by an in¬ 
ternational tribunal. 

Kenyan opposition to the 
trial of President Uhuru Ke- 
nyatta has gained trac¬ 
tion in the weeks since the 
deadly terror attack on an 


upscale Nairobi shopping 
mall, which underscored 
the importance of the 
country in the war on terror 
in eastern Africa. 

Kenyatta is due to go on 
trial in The Hague from Nov. 
12 on charges of orches¬ 
trating deadly violence in 
the aftermath of his coun¬ 
try’s 2007 elections. He in¬ 
sists he is innocent. 

A majority of the judges 
hearing the case said in a 
written ruling that Kenyatta 
has to be present for open¬ 
ing and closing statements, 
hearings where victims 
“present their views and 
concerns in person,” the 
verdict, and “any other at¬ 
tendance ordered by the 


chamber.” 

If convicted, he also would 
have to attend sentencing 
hearings and hearings at 
which victims explain the 
impact on their lives of the 
crimes and judges discuss 
reparations. 

Kenyatta has pledged to 
cooperate with the court 
and has always attended 
hearings when called upon 
by judges, but privately 
members of his govern¬ 
ment have said they don’t 
believe he will report to The 
Hague. 

While a decision excusing 
Kenyatta from attending 
much of his trial is a victo¬ 
ry for the president, he still 
wants to avoid standing 


trial at all. 

His lawyers last week called 
for a permanent halt to the 
case, arguing that “the 
prosecution is presiding 
over an utterly corrupt and 
dishonest case" based on 
false witness testimony. 
There was no immediate 
reaction from prosecutors 
to Friday’s ruling, but they 
can appeal. 

Kenya’s deputy president, 
William Ruto, and a broad¬ 
caster Joshua Arap Sang, 
also are on trial in a sepa¬ 
rate case dealing with the 
postelection violence that 
left more than 1,000 peo¬ 
ple dead in late 2007 and 
early 2008. Judges made a 
similar ruling allowing Ruto 


to miss most of his trial, but 
prosecutors appealed the 
decision and he has to at¬ 
tend his trial pending a 
decision by the court's ap¬ 
peals chamber. 

Ruto has complied and 
flown to The Hague when¬ 
ever his trial is in session, but 
speaking to reporters this 
week he sounded like his 
patience was running out. 
Ruto said Kenya has asked 
the U.N. Security Council 
to defer the Internation¬ 
al Criminal Court cases 
against him and Kenyatta 
for a year, but Ruto said 
he would rather his trial go 
ahead if he doesn’t have 
to attend hearings in The 
Hague.Q

Yef the star of the U.S. 
women’s national football 
team understands that as 
soon as news broke of their 
Oct. 5 ceremony in Hawaii, 
she became perhaps the 
highest-profile athlete in 
the national debate over 
same-sex marriage and a 
role model for advocafes. 

“I know that I'll end up be¬ 
ing a role model for many, 
many people out there for 
all kinds of reasons,” Wam¬ 
bach said this week in her 
first public comments since 
getting married. “My first 
hope is for being a genu¬ 
ine, honest and good per¬ 
son, then a great soccer 


player and then down the 
line, the choice I’ve made 
to marry not only my best 
friend and teammate, but 
the love of my life.” 
Wambach and the nation¬ 
al team play Australia on 
Sunday in San Antonio. In 
an interview this week, the 
2012 FIFA Women’s World 
Player of the Year and inter¬ 
national career goals lead¬ 
er smiled as she showed off 
her platinum wedding ring 
with inlaid diamonds and 
talked about the public re¬ 
action to her wedding. 
News of the wedding 
prompted an outpouring 
of congratulations on the 
Internet, including a tweet 
from women’s tennis star 
Martina Navratilova. 


Wambach and Huffman 
didn't push for a story on 
their marriage but they also 
didn't try to stop it. 

The couple didn’t ban 
cameras or phones at the 
ceremony, and once the 
news spread her agent en¬ 
couraged her to use Twitter 
to thank people for their 
support. 

“I’ve heard from a lot of 
people ... the response has 
been awesome,” Wam¬ 
bach said. “I expected 
some backlash on some 
level from some people 
who don’t agree, but I 
haven’t really had any of 
that ... I’m pleasantly sur¬ 
prised by that.”

Wambach and Huffman 
are teammates on the 
Western New York Flash in 
the National Women’s Soc¬ 
cer League. They had their 
ceremony on the island of 
Kauai, exchanging vows 
on a beach before family 
and friends, including sev¬ 
eral teammates. 

The couple picked Hawaii 
because a previous trip 
there had been canceled. 
Wambach said she didn’t 
know Hawaii lawmakers 
are scheduled to meet 
later this month in a special 
session to consider legal¬ 
izing gay marriage. If ap¬ 
proved, Hawaii would join 
13 U.S. states and the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia in allow¬ 
ing gay marriage. 

The couple did obtain a 
legal civil union in Hawaii, 
which gay marriage advo¬ 
cates say stops short of the 
full benefits of marriage. 
Wambach said the couple 
may someday seek an offi¬ 
cial marriage document in 
a state where it is legal. 


“I wasn’t going to wait for 
a state to legalize it for my 
own life,” Wambach said. 
Wambach seemed 

amused by the attention 
the wedding received. 
She has been comfortably 
“out” for years and her re¬ 
lationship with Huffman 
was widely known among 
friends. In July, Huffman 
joined Athlete Ally, a group 
formed to support gay ath¬ 
letes. 

“I can’t speak for other 
people, but for me, I feel 
like gone are the days that 
you need to come out of a 
closet. I never felt like I was 
in a closet. I never did. I al¬ 
ways felt comfortable with 
who I am and the decisions 
I made,” Wambach said. 
“I’ve never been asked 
a question in my soccer 
world about my relation¬ 
ship, rightfully so because it 
shouldn’t matter because 
it doesn't have anything 
to do with soccer," Wam¬ 
bach said. “But I realize I'm 
a public figure and people 
are curious about my pri¬ 
vate life.

General Electric and Mor¬ 
gan Stanley rose after re¬ 
porting higher earnings 
than financial analysts had 
expected. Google surged 
nearly 14 percent, topping 
$1,000 a share for the first 
time. 

“We’ve moved from the 
dysfunction of Washington 
to the reality of the glob¬ 
al economy, and it looks 
pretty good," said Ron Flo- 
rance, deputy chief invest¬ 
ment officer at Wells Fargo 
Private Bank. 

Investors were also encour¬ 
aged by a rebound in Chi¬ 
nese economic growth in 
the latest quarter. 

The rise in stocks follows a 
budget standoff in Wash¬ 
ington that kept hundreds 
of thousands of federal 
workers from their jobs for 
16 days and could have 


forced the government to 
miss payments on its debt. 
Congress agreed Wednes¬ 
day to fund the govern¬ 
ment and allow it to borrow 


through early next year. 
The S&P 500 set a record 
for the second straight 
day. The broad index of 
500 companies, up 22 per¬ 
cent this year, added 11.35 
points, or 0.7 percent, to a 
record 1,744.50. The gain 
this year is the index’s best 
since 2009, when it be¬ 
gan its bull run. Since its

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Google stock crosses $1,000 mark after earnings

NEW YORK (AP) — Strong 
third-quarter results have 
sent Google's stock past 
the $1,000 mark for the 
first time. Shortly after the 
markets opened Friday, 
Google Inc. shares jumped 
more than 12 percent to 
$1,007.40 in heavy trading 
before edging back down 
to $1,000 later in the morn¬ 
ing. The stock had never 
been higher than $928 
in regular market trading 
since Google went public 
at $85 per share nine years 
ago. 


Late Thursday, Google re¬ 
ported a 36 percent jump 
in third-quarter net income 
that beat Wall Street’s 
predictions. The numbers 
showed that while the 
company’s average ad 
prices continue to decline, 
they’re being offset by a 
larger number of people 
clicking on ads. Over the 
years, Google has expand¬ 
ed its reach far beyond 
the powerful search en¬ 
gine that made it famous. 
It now includes the video 
sharing site YouTube, along 
with the Android operating 


system that runs on close to 
1 billion smartphones and 
tablets. The company ranks 
as the No. 1 digital ad com¬ 
pany by revenue, leaving 
rivals such as Yahoo Inc. 
and Facebook Inc. far be¬ 
hind. Google's stock has 
climbed steadily in the last 
five years, more than dou¬ 
bling in value. But the stock 
slipped slightly in recent 
months, while the overall 
market has risen, amid wor¬ 
ries about deteriorating ad 
prices. Google's average 
ad price has fallen from 
the prior year in each of 


the last eight quarters, pri¬ 
marily because advertisers 
aren't paying as much for 
mobile ads because the 
screens on smartphones 
and tablet computers are 
smaller than those on lap¬ 
top and desktop comput¬ 
ers. As more people rely on 
mobile devices to connect 
to Google’s search engine 
and other services, the 
trend is driving down the 
company’s average ad 
price, or “cost per click.” 
But the number of so-called 
“paid clicks” on Google’s 
ads helped offset the lower 


prices in the third quarter. 
The clicking volume in¬ 
creased 26 percent from 
last year, an indication that 
Google’s data analysis is 
doing a good job match¬ 
ing ads with the interests of 
its services' users. Friday’s 
stock surge takes Google’s 
market capitalization to 
about $333 billion, which 
still pales in comparison to 
that of technology industry 
rival Apple Inc. The iPhone 
and iPad maker ranks No. 
1 in the world with a mar¬ 
ket capitalization of $462 
billion.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — General 
Electric Co. posted lower 
overall revenue and profit 
in the third quarter, but im¬ 
proving sales of complex 
equipment gave hope 
to investors that the com¬ 
pany’s transformation into 
an industrial powerhouse 
is succeeding. GE said Fri¬ 
day that net income fell 
9 percent to $3.19 billion 
and revenue fell 1 percent 
to $35.73 billion in the third 
quarter. In last year's com¬ 
parable quarter, the com¬ 
pany earned $3.49 billion 
on revenue of $36.3 billion. 
GE’s earnings per share 
dropped to 31 cents, from 
33 cents last year. 

Still, the company’s results 
exceeded Wall Street ex¬ 
pectations on the strength

of 11 percent growth in 
profit at its industrial divi¬ 
sions — those that make 
aircraft engines, CT-scan- 
ners, gas turbines, locomo¬ 
tives and oil and gas drill¬ 
ing equipment. 

Adjusted to remove the ef¬ 
fects of restructuring and 
other charges, the compa¬ 
ny said it earned 40 cents 
per share. Analysts had 
expected GE to earn 35 
cents per share, on aver¬ 
age, according to FactSet. 
GE shares rose 3.5 percent, 
to $25.53, in afternoon 
trading to the highest level 
since September of 2008. 
Back then, shares were 
plummeting on concerns 
that GE would not be able 
to survive intact during the 
financial crisis because 
of its enormous banking 
division. □ 


Morgan Stanley third-quarter profit almost doubles

NEW YORK (AP) — Invest¬ 
ment bank Morgan Stan¬ 
ley’s third-quarter earnings 
almost doubled as the 
firm's stock sales and trad¬ 
ing revenue rose. 

THE RESULTS: The bank 
earned $1.01 billion from 
July to September after 
stripping out an account¬ 
ing charge. That compares 
with earnings of $560 million 
a year earlier. That profit 
works out to 50 cents per 
share before the charge. 


compared with 28 cents 
per share in the same peri¬ 
od a year earlier. Financial 
analysts polled by FactSet 
expected earnings of 40 
cents. Analysts generally 
strip out one-time items. 
Total revenue amounted 
to $8.1 billion, up 6.5 per¬ 
cent from $7.6 billion a 
year earlier. HOW IT HAP¬ 
PENED: Stock sales and 
trading were bright spots 
for the bank and revenue 
in that part of its business 
increased to $1.7 billion 
from $1.3 billion. Investment 


revenue also rose after the 
bank sold an investment in 
an insurance broker. Profit 
at the bank’s wealth man¬ 
agement unit also rose. 
Morgan Stanley is trans¬ 
forming itself to adapt to a 
post-financial crisis world, 
trimming back parts of its 
investment bank while in¬ 
creasing its focus on indi¬ 
vidual clients. 

“Our results point to the 
increased consistency, 
strength and balance we 
are deriving from our busi¬ 
ness model," CEO James 


Gorman said in a prepared 
statement. “Overall, our 
stronger year-over-year 
revenues and net income 
reflect the progress we 
have made.” 

THE WEAK SPOT: Like other 
banks that reported earn¬ 
ings this week, fixed income 
trading plunged. Morgan 
Stanley said that its fixed 
income and commodi¬ 
ties trading revenues fell to 
$835 million from $1.5 billion 
from a year earlier. Gold¬ 
man Sachs and Citigroup 
also saw their trading rev¬ 


enue in this area drop. The 
slump was caused by jittery 
investors who were uncer¬ 
tain about whether and 
when the Federal Reserve 
would begin to reduce its 
bond purchases of $85 bil¬ 
lion a month, said Gold¬ 
man. 

THE MARKET REACTION: 
Morgan Stanley’s stock 
rose 52 cents, or nearly 2 
percent, to $29.45 by late 
morning. Its shares have ris¬ 
en 54 percent this year, far 
more than any other major 
U.S. bank.Q

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On late-night TV, hosts go from snide to sweet

In one of the signal mo¬ 
ments of the greatest talk 
show in my lifetime, “Late 
Night With David Letter- 
man," on NBC, Cher called 
the host a big jerk. 

She used harsher lan¬ 
guage, but that was the 
idea. What's often forgot¬ 
ten in that 1986 exchange 
is how quickly Letterman 
defused the tension. “You 
know,” he said, without a 
smidgen of defensiveness, 
“I think a lot of people feel 
that way about me.” 

What host of a nightly talk 
show would make such a 
concession now? 

Stephen Colbert might, in 
character. Maybe Chel¬ 
sea Handler. Letterman, 
who recently signed a 
deal to continue as a host 
through 2015 on CBS, has 
become less caustic. In a 
nostalgic mood, he could 
muster it. But in an era 
when the most celebrated 
TV dramas ask viewers to 
identify with often repel¬ 
lent anti-heroes, the new 
stars of late night are in¬ 
gratiating sweeties. We 
probably shouldn’t even 
call the coming battle be¬ 
tween Jimmy Kimmel and 
Jimmy Fallon, who is taking 
over “The Tonight Show” in 
February, a late-night war. 
How about a pillow fight? 
Consider the newest play¬ 
ers. Arsenio Hall, who is 
technically more retro than 
new, butters up guests and 
gently tells the audience of 
his syndicated show to re¬ 
lax. The casually self-dep¬ 
recating W. Kamau Bell, 
who started producing 
“Totally Biased” nightly on 
FXX last month, outsources 
the harshest comedy to 
his writers, who make of¬ 
ten quite funny cameos. 
When Sarah Silverman, 
whom Bell had called rac¬ 
ist years ago, came on as 
a guest, he gave her a shirt 
that read “Mostly Not Rac¬ 
ist” and told her that if he 
did a roast of anyone, he 
might cry. 

This month, two exceeding¬ 
ly friendly faces will start ap¬ 
pearing on your television 
screens at midnight: Pete 
Holmes, whose half-hour 
TBS show has its premiere 
after “Conan" on Oct. 28, 
and Chris Hardwick, whose 


comedy show, “©mid¬ 
night,” produced by Funny 
or Die, starts Monday, fol¬ 
lowing “The Colbert Re¬ 
port” on Comedy Central. 
Holmes, a canny stand-up 


who runs the podcast “You 
Made It Weird,” has said 
he wants his show to be 
a “silly safe space.” And 
Hardwick, a comic whose 
show includes comedians 
in a competition for funni¬ 
est take on a topical sub¬ 
ject, is so upbeat, amiable 
and inclusive that he can 
sometimes sound like a 
self-help guru. 

Talk shows have always 
been about personality as 
well as comedy. And these 
are the kind of approach- 
able-seeming stars who 
are far more likely to be silly 
than abrasive, sunny than 
acerbic. No one tests the 
limits of endearing charm 
more than Fallon, now 
in the last few months as 
host of “Late Night” before 
moving to “The Tonight 
Show.” Whereas his “To¬ 
night” predecessor Johnny 
Carson kept a cool, el¬ 
egant distance, and Jay 
Leno delivers a joke-dense 
monologue with the pro¬ 
fessionalism of an old- 
school entertainer, Fallon 
has a much warmer, off¬ 
hand presence. Leaning 
on the superb “Late Night” 
band The Roots, he seems 
like the host of a party as 
much as of a show. He 
is not a gifted joke teller, 
but his willingness to sing, 
dance, riff or use social 
media suggests a perform¬ 
er looking to get laughs but 
happy to settle for smiles. 
Among celebrities, Fallon 


sometimes adopts the per¬ 
sona of a fan. At the MTV 
Video Music Awards, he 
bowed in awe before Jus¬ 
tin Timberlake. This week, 
he told Katy Perry he’d be 


part of her fan club. The 
impression Fallon gives is 
that he doesn’t just want 
you to identify with him. He 
also identifies with you.

Part of the reason late- 
night comedy has be¬ 
come kinder and gentler 
may be that, in our current 
culture, there is a steady 
supply of meanness. Cruel¬ 
ty, you might say, has been 
outsourced to the Internet, 
not to mention Comedy 
Central roasts and weekly 
shows like “The Jeselnik 
Offensive" (Comedy Cen¬ 
tral), which makes a car- 
toonish joke of the arro¬ 
gance of its host, Anthony 
Jeselnik, a precise, skilled 
stand-up who has de¬ 
scribed his stint writing for 
Fallon's show as a bad fit. 
“He couldn’t be the bad 
guy in the joke," he said in 
an interview. “He couldn’t 
upset people, really.”

Indeed, his style was trick¬ 
ier and harder to accom¬ 
plish than it appeared. He 
didn’t aim to be the bad 
guy.

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DNA links mysterious Yeti to ancient polar bear

LONDON (AP) — A British 
scientist says he may have 
solved the mystery of the 
Abominable Snowman — 
the elusive ape-like crea¬ 
ture of the Himalayas. He 
thinks it’s a bear. 

DNA analysis conducted 
by Oxford University genet¬ 
ics professor Bryan Sykes 
suggests the creature, also 
known as the Yeti, is the 
descendant of an ancient 
polar bear. 

Sykes compared DNA from 
hair samples taken from 
two Himalayan animals — 
identified by local people 
as Yetis — to a database of 
animal genomes. He found 
they shared a genetic fin¬ 
gerprint with a polar bear 
jawbone found in the Nor¬ 
wegian Arctic that is at 
least 40,000 years old. 

Sykes said Thursday that 
the tests showed the crea¬ 
tures were not related to 
modern Himalayan bears 
but were direct descen¬ 
dants of the prehistoric ani¬ 
mal. 

He said, “it may be a new 
species, it may be a hy¬ 
brid” between polar bears 
and brown bears. 

“The next thing is go there 
and find one.” 

Sykes put out a call last 
year for museums, scien¬ 
tists and Yeti aficionados to 
share hair samples thought 
to be from fhe creafure. 
One of fhe samples he 
analyzed came from an 


alleged Yeti mummy in the 
Indian region of Ladakh, at 
the Western edge of the 
Himalayas, and was taken 
by a French mountaineer 
who was shown the corpse 
40 years ago. 

The other was a single hair 
found a decade ago in 
Bhutan, 800 miles (1,300 ki¬ 
lometers) to the east. 

Sykes said the fact the hair 
samples were found so far 
apart, and so recently, sug¬ 
gests the members of the 


species are still alive. 

“I can’t imagine we man¬ 
aged to get samples from 
the only two ‘snow bears’ 
in the Himalayas,” he said. 
Finding a living creature 
could explain whether dif¬ 
ferences in appearance 
and behavior to other 
bears account for descrip¬ 
tions of the Yeti as a hairy 
hominid. 

“The polar bear ingredient 
in their genomes may have 
changed their behavior so 


they act different, look dif¬ 
ferent, maybe walk on two 
feet more often,” he said. 
Sykes’ research has not 
been published, but he 
says he has submitted it for 
peer review. His findings will 
be broadcast Sunday in a 
television program on Brit¬ 
ain's Channel 4. 

Tom Gilbert, professor of 
paleogenomics af the 
Natural History Museum of 
Denmark, said Sykes’ re¬ 
search provided a “rea¬ 


sonable explanation” for 
Yeti sightings. 

“It’s a lot easier to believe 
that than if he had found 
something else,” said Gil¬ 
bert, who was not involved 
in the study. “If he had said 
it's some kind of new pri¬ 
mate, I'd want to see all 
the data." 

Sykes’ findings are unlikely 
to lay the myth of the Yeti 
to rest. 

The Yeti or Abominmable 
Snowman is one of a num¬ 
ber of legendary ape-like 
beasts — along with Sas- 
quatch and Bigfoot — re¬ 
puted to live in heavily for¬ 
ested or snowy mountains. 
Scientists are skeptical, but 
decades of eyewitness re¬ 
ports, blurry photos and 
stories have kept the leg¬ 
end alive. 

“I do not think the study 
gives any comfort to Yeti- 
believers,” David Frayer, a 
professor of biological an¬ 
thropology at the University 
of Kansas, said in an email. 
Buf “no amounf of scientif¬ 
ic data will ever shake their 
belief." 

“If (Sykes’) motivation for 
doing the analyses is to 
refute the Yeti nonsense, 
then good luck,” he said. 
Sykes said he was simply 
trying “to inject some sci¬ 
ence into a rather murky 
field.” 

“The Yeti, the Bigfoot, is sur¬ 
rounded in myth and hoax¬ 
es,” he said. “But you can't 
invent a DNA sequence 
from a hair. ”□ 


1.8M-year-old skull gives glimpse of our evolution

DMANISI, Georgia (AP) — 

The discovery of a 1,8-mil- 
lion-year-old skull of a hu¬ 
man ancestor buried under 
a medieval Georgian vil¬ 
lage provides a vivid pic¬ 
ture of early evolution and 
indicates our family tree 
may have fewer branches 
than some believe, sci¬ 
entists say. The fossil is the 
most complete pre-human 
skull uncovered. With other 
partial remains previously 
found at the rural site, it 
gives researchers the earli¬ 
est evidence of human an¬ 
cestors moving out of Africa 
and spreading north to the 


rest of the world, according 
to a study published Thurs¬ 
day in the journal Science. 
The skull and other remains 
offer a glimpse of a popu¬ 
lation of pre-humans of var¬ 
ious sizes living at the same 
time — something that sci¬ 
entists had not seen before 
for such an ancient era. This 
diversity bolsters one of two 
competing theories about 
the way our early ances¬ 
tors evolved, spreading 
out more like a tree than a 
bush. Nearly all of the pre¬ 
vious pre-human discover¬ 
ies have been fragmented 
bones, scattered over time 
and locations — like a smat¬ 
tering of random tweets of 
our evolutionary history. 


The findings at Dmanisi are 
more complete, weav¬ 
ing more of a short story. 
Before the site was found, 
the movement from Africa 
was put at about 1 million 
years ago. When exam¬ 
ined with the earlier Geor¬ 
gian finds, the skull “shows 
that this special immigra¬ 
tion out of Africa hap¬ 
pened much earlier than 
we thought and a much 
more primitive group did 
it,” said study lead author 
David Lordkipanidze, direc¬ 
tor of the Georgia National 
Museum. “This is important 
to understanding human 
evolution.” For years, some 
scientists have said humans 
evolved from only one or 


two species, much like a 
tree branches out from a 
trunk, while others say the 
process was more like a 
bush with several offshoots 
that went nowhere. 

Even bush-favoring scien¬ 
tists say these findings show 
one single species nearly 
2 million years ago at the 
former Soviet republic site. 
But they disagree that the 
same conclusion can be 
said for bones found else¬ 
where, such as Africa. How¬ 
ever, Lordkipanidze and 
colleagues point out that 
the skulls found in Georgia 
are different sizes but are 
considered to be the same 
species. So, they reason, 
it’s likely the various skulls 


found in different places 
and times in Africa may not 
be different species, but 
variations in one species. 

To see how a species can 
vary, just look in the mir¬ 
ror, they said. “Danny De¬ 
Vito, Michael Jordan and 
Shaquille O'Neal are the 
same species,” Lordkipan¬ 
idze said. The adult male 
skull found wasn’t from our 
species. Homo sapiens. It 
was from an ancestral spe¬ 
cies — in the same genus or 
class called Homo — that 
led to modern humans. Sci¬ 
entists say the Dmanisi pop¬ 
ulation is likely an early part 
of our long-lived primary 
ancestral species. Homo 
erectus. □

HONG KONG (AP) — Holly¬ 
wood director Michael Bay 
was attacked and slightly 
injured on the set of the 
fourth installment of the 
“Transformers” movie series 
filming in Hong Kong, po¬ 
lice said. 

A police spokeswoman 
said two brothers sur- 
named Mak who own a 
shop near the movie set 
approached Bay and de¬ 
manded 100,000 Hong 
Kong dollars ($13,000) on 
Thursday. When Bay re¬ 
fused to pay, they assault¬ 
ed him, she said. The broth¬ 
ers also allegedly assaulted 
three police officers who 
were called to the set. 

The spokeswoman said Bay 
suffered a minor injury to his 
face but declined medi¬ 
cal treatment. She spoke 
on customary condition of 
anonymity. 

Mak Chi-shing, 27, and Mak 
Chi-hang, 28, were arrest¬ 


ed. They appeared in court 
Friday, each charged with 
blackmail and assaulting 
a police officer. No plea 
was made and they were 
remanded in custody until 


next month. 

Paramount Pictures gave 
a somewhat different ac¬ 
count of the incident, 
which it said occurred on 
the film’s first day of pro¬ 


duction in Hong Kong after 
months of filming on U.S. lo¬ 
cations. 

It said in a statement that 
a man rushed onto the 
set wielding an air condi¬ 


tioning unit and swung it 
at Bay’s head. It said Bay 
ducked and wrestled the 
air conditioning unit away 
from the man. 

Police arrested the man 
and two companions, and 
no one on the set was in¬ 
jured, Paramount said. 

On his own website. Bay 
said “drugged up" assail¬ 
ants had been belligerent 
toward the film crew and 
one rolled metal carts to¬ 
ward actors on the set 
while trying to “shake us 
down.” His statement said 
security personnel sub¬ 
dued one man and that 
four were arrested for as¬ 
saulting officers who re¬ 
sponded. Non-violent at¬ 
tempts at extortion involv¬ 
ing location filming have 
been an occasional prob¬ 
lem in Hollywood over the 
years, in which residents 
would intentionally disrupt 
filming by making noise or 
other means in an effort to 
prompt a payoff. □

NEW YORK (AP) — “The 
Lion King" has more rea¬ 
son to roar — it's on pace 
to end the week as the first 
Broadway show to earn $1 
billion. 

According to The Broad¬ 
way League, the show 
ended last week with a 16- 
year gross of $999,267,836, 
and it regularly pulls in be¬ 
tween $1 million and $2 
million a week over eight 
performances at the Mins- 
koff Theatre. 

The show, featuring the 
music of Elton John and 
Tim Rice, including the 
Academy Award-winning 
“Can You Feel the Love 
Tonight,” brought the 1994 
animated Disney movie to 
life onstage in 1997. Direc¬ 
tor and designer Julie Tay- 
mor created the memo¬ 
rable costumes, puppetry 
and scenic design. 

“This humbling milestone is 
a testament to the vision 
and artistry of Julie Tay- 
mor,” producer Thomas 
Schumacher, president of 
Disney Theatrical Produc¬ 
tions, said in a statement. 
“For nearly 17 years she has 
been (the) guiding cre¬ 
ative force and an inspira¬ 
tion to the show’s brilliant 
cast, musicians and crew. 
But above all, we thank our 
loving audiences who con¬ 
tinue to be moved and de¬ 
lighted night after night at 
the Minskoff Theatre and 
all around the world.” 

“The Lion King” has been 
a model of consistency in 
its march through records. 
In April 2012, it swiped the 
title of Broadway's all-time 
highest-grossing show from 
“The Phantom of the Op¬ 
era,” despite “Phantom" 
having almost a full 10 
years’ head start. The Dis¬ 
ney show opened in No¬ 
vember 1997, while “Phan¬ 
tom” debuted in January 
1988. 

Overall, the show has 
made $5 billion across 21 
global productions includ¬ 
ing shows in Japan, Austra¬ 
lia, South Africa, Singapore

and Brazil. This summer, 
Disney announced the 
show’s total touring box-of¬ 
fice gross in North America 
alone had reached $1 bil¬ 
lion. 

Part of its longevity is due 
to the movie tie-in, simple- 
to-understand story, fam¬ 
ily friendly themes and the 
fact that it's a spectacle 
not dependent on big- 
name stars — important for 
attracting tourists whose 
command of English might 
be weak. Some 11,215,000 
have seen it on Broadway, 
according to data from 
The Broadway League. 

The show is breathing down 
the neck of “Les Misera- 
bles” for the title of fourth 
longest-running Broadway 
show, behind only “Chi¬ 
cago,” "Cats” and “The 
Phantom of the Opera.” 
"Les Miserables” closed in 
2003 after 6,680 shows and 
“The Lion King" will end this 
week with 6,621 ,Q

“I’m really happy and re¬ 
ally excited about what's 
going on in my life right 
now; it can’t get any bet¬ 
ter than this,” Love, who’s a 
jaw-droppingly youthful 72, 
said in an interview. 

Rock Hallers Brian Wilson of 
the Beach Boys, Bill Medley 
of the Righteous Brothers 
and Elvis Costello launched 
the Lovefest benefiting 
Little Kids Rock, which pro¬ 
vides musical instruments 
and lessons for budget- 
strapped schools. The char¬ 
ity named its annual Big 
Man of fhe Year award for 
E Sfreef Band saxophonist 
Clarence Clemons in 2009, 
two years before he died. 
Seeing the “kids’ faces light 
up and the joy they get out 
of making music” keeps 
“your energy level up,” 


says Love. 

In that environment, 
“you’re either going to be 
72 ... or you’re going to be 
a teenager. And I prefer to 
be a teenager.” 

The benefit also featured 
Steven Van Zandt, last 
year’s winner and Love’s 
longtime champion; saxo¬ 
phonist Jake Clemons, the 
Big Man’s nephew; and 
other members of Bruce 
Springsteen’s musical 
posse. Paul Shaffer, David 
Letterman’s musical direc¬ 
tor, took a turn on the key¬ 
board. 

Love, who was discovered 
as a teenager, powered 
producer Phil Spector’s 
“Wall of Sound.” Her re¬ 
sume “almost defies be¬ 
lief," says her Rock Hall bi¬ 
ography. 

But “for much of her life she 
worked in relative anonym¬ 
ity in studios and on stages, 
backing up others,” it says. 
"... Love is best known for 
‘He’s a Rebel,’ a song cred¬ 
ited to the Crystals that was 
... sung by Love and her vo¬ 
cal group, the Blossoms.” 
Her roller-coaster life is de¬ 
tailed in a biography, “My 
Name Is Love,” and the 
movie “20 Feet From Star¬ 
dom.” 

During one dry spell, she 


worked as a maid. Her em¬ 
ployers didn’t know those 
old hits on their radios were 
recorded by the woman 
scrubbing their toilets. 

She toils in obscurity no 
more. Love was inducted 
into the Rock Hall in 2011. 
On Thursday night. Love 
and Medley wowed the 
crowd with “(You're My) 
Soul and Inspiration" and 
“You’ve Lost That Lovin’ 
Feeling.” 

She also rendered a feel¬ 
good “Don’t Worry Baby” 
with Wilson. 

Van Zandt, guitar in hand, 
bounced to the beat, smil¬ 
ing broadly and making 
funny faces, while con¬ 
ducting. His wife, Maureen 
Van Zandt, a choreogra¬ 
pher, got the audience 
dancing during “River 

Deep — Mountain High” 
and “Christmas (Baby 

Please Come Home).” 
Clemons accompanied 
the kids in an energetic 
“He’s a Rebel.” 

Love still considers herself a 
stereotype-smashing rebel. 
“Excuse me, just because 
I’m 72 doesn't mean I 
don’t have it anymore,” 
Love says of producers who 
“want to see Miley Cyrus.”

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The Damage Done 



If Not Now, When?

The government is reopening, 
and we didn’t default on our 
debt. Happy days are here 
again, right? 

Well, no. For one thing. Congress 
has only voted in a temporary 
fix, and we could find ourselves 
going through it all over again in 
a few months. You may say that 
Republicans would be crazy to 
provoke another confrontation. 
But they were crazy to provoke 
this one, so why assume that 
they’ve learned their lesson? 
Beyond that, however, it’s im¬ 
portant to recognize that the 
economic damage from ob¬ 
struction and extortion didn’t 
start when the GOP shut down 
the government. On the con¬ 
trary, it has been an ongoing 
process, dating back to the Re¬ 
publican takeover of the House 
in 2010. And the damage is 
large: Unemployment in Amer¬ 
ica would be far lower than it 
is if the House majority hadn’t 
done so much to undermine 
recovery. A useful starting point 
for assessing the damage done 
is a widely cited report by the 
consulting firm Macroeconomic 
Advisers, which estimated that 
“crisis-driven” fiscal policy - 
which has been the norm since 
2010 - has subtracted about 1 
percent off the U.S. growth rate 
for the past three years. This 
implies cumulative economic 
losses - the value of goods and 
services America could and 
should have produced, but 
didn’t - of around $700 billion. 
The firm also estimated that un¬ 
employment is 1.4 percentage 
points higher than it would have 
been in the absence of political 
confrontation, enough to imply 
that the unemployment rate 
right now would be below 6 
percent instead of above 7. 

You don’t have to take these 
estimates as gospel. In fact, I 
have doubts about the report’s 
attempt to assess the effects of 
policy uncertainty, which relies 
on research that hasn’t held up 
very well under scrutiny. 

Yet it would be a mistake to 
conclude that Macroeco¬ 
nomic Advisers overstated the 
case. The main driver of their 
estimates is the sharp fall since 
2010 in discretionary spending 
as a share of GDP - that is, in 
spending that, unlike spending 
on programs like Social Secu¬ 
rity and Medicare, must be ap¬ 
proved by Congress each year. 
Since the biggest problem the 
U.S. economy faces is still inad¬ 
equate overall demand, this fall 
in spending has depressed both 
growth and employment. 


What’s more, the report doesn’t 
take into account the effect of 
other bad policies that are a 
more or less direct result of the 
Republican takeover in 2010. 
Two big bads stand out: Letting 
payroll taxes rise, and sharply 
reducing aid to the unem¬ 
ployed even though there are 
still three times as many people 
looking for work as there are job 
openings. Both actions have re¬ 
duced the purchasing power of 
American workers, weakening 
consumer demand and further 
reducing growth. 

Putting it all together, it’s a 
good guess that those esti¬ 
mates of damage from political 
hostage-taking understate the 
true harm done. Elections have 
consequences, and one conse¬ 
quence of Republican victories 
in the 2010 midterms has been 
a still-weak economy when we 
could and should have been 
well on the way to full recovery. 
But why have Republican de¬ 
mands so consistently had a 
depressing effect on the econ¬ 
omy? 

Part of the answer is that the 
party remains determined to 
wage top-down class warfare 
in an economy where such 
warfare is particularly destruc¬ 
tive. Slashing benefits to the 
unemployed because you 
think they have it too easy is 
cruel even in normal times, but 
it has the side effect of destroy¬ 
ing jobs when the economy is 
already depressed. Defending 
tax cuts for the wealthy while 
happily scrapping tax cuts for 
ordinary workers means redis¬ 
tributing money from people 
likely to spend it to people who 
are likely to sit on it. 

We should also acknowledge 
the power of bad ideas. Back 
in 2011, triumphant Republicans 
eagerly adopted the concept, 
already popular in Europe, of 
“expansionary austerity” - the 
notion that cutting spending 
would actually boost the econ¬ 
omy by increasing confidence. 
Experience since then has thor¬ 
oughly refuted this concept: 
Across the advanced world, big 
spending cuts have been asso¬ 
ciated with deeper slumps. In 
fact, the International Monetary 
Fund eventually issued what 
amounted to a mea culpa, ad¬ 
mitting that it greatly underesti¬ 
mated the harm that spending 
cuts inflict. As you may have no¬ 
ticed, however, today’s Repub¬ 
licans aren’t big on revising their 
views in the face of contrary 
evidence. 

Are all the economy’s prob¬ 
lems the GOP’s fault? Of course 
not. President Barack Obama 
didn’t take a strong enough 
stand against spending cuts, 
and the Federal Reserve could 
have done more to support 
growth. But most of the blame 
for the wrong turn we took on 
economic policy, nonetheless, 
rests with the extremists and ex¬ 
tortionists controlling the House. 
Things could have been even 
worse. This week, we man¬ 
aged to avoid driving off a cliff. 
But we’re still on the road to 
nowhere. □

LONDON - It is possible to imag¬ 
ine a scenario more favorable 
to Israel than the current one, 
but it is not easy. 

Syria is giving up its chemical 
weapons. In the civil war there, 
Hezbollah and Iran are bleed¬ 
ing. The Egyptian army has 
ousted the Muslim Brotherhood, 
restored a trusted interlocutor 
for Israel, and embarked on a 
squeeze of Hamas in Gaza. In 
Turkey, Recep Tayyip Erdogan, 
the prime minister, has over¬ 
stretched; the glow is off his ag¬ 
gressive stand for Palestine. 
Saudi Arabia is furious with 
President Barack Obama over 
his policies toward Egypt, Syria 
and Iran. It has scant anger left 
for Israel. Sunni-Shiite enmity, 
played out in a Syrian conflict 
that could make the 30-year 
religious war in Europe seem 
short, feels more venomous to¬ 
day than the old story of Arabs 
and Jews. The power and pros¬ 
perity of Israel have seldom, if 
ever, looked more sustainable 
in its 65-year history. Of course, 
things can change in the Mid¬ 
dle East - of lafe very fasf - but if 
Benjamin Netanyahu, the Israeli 
prime minister, is inclined to take 
risks from strength, the present 
looks propitious. As he wrote in 
an open letter to Israelis in July, 
"We have built a wonderful 


country and turned it into one 
of the world’s most prosperous, 
advanced and powerful coun¬ 
tries.” 

This is true. Israel is a miracle 
of innovation and develop¬ 
ment. Tel Aviv, at once sensual 
and vibrant, is a boom town. 
Go there and smile. For almost 
three months now, Israelis and 
Palestinians have been nego¬ 
tiating peace in U.S.-brokered 
talks. They have been doing so 
in such quiet that the previous 
sentence may seem startling. 
Nobody is leaking. Because 
expectations are low, spoilers 
are quiescent. There is a feeling 
nobody opposed to a resolu¬ 
tion need lift a finger because 
the talks will fail all on their own. 
This is good. Absent discretion, 
diplomacy dies. 

Ample cause exists for skepti¬ 
cism. The Palestinian leader, 
Mahmoud Abbas, insists that 
not one Israeli soldier will be al¬ 
lowed in Palestine; Netanyahu 
wants Israeli troops in the Jordan 
Valley for decades. There are 
hundreds of thousands of Israeli 
settlers in the West Bank with no 
plans to go anywhere. Several 
members of the Israeli govern¬ 
ment scoff at the notion of Pal¬ 
estine; Netanyahu has become 
a liberal Likudnik, of all things. 
The Palestinian national move¬ 
ment is split, incitement against 
Israel continues, and the idea 
of a two-sfate outcome is losing 
favor. All this before Jerusalem 
and the Palestinian right of re¬ 
turn are even broached. 

Still, with scarcely a murmur, the 
talks continue. They are almost 
a third of the way into the al¬ 
lotted nine months. Well before 
that time is up, the two sides’ fi¬ 
nal positions will have become 
clear. There will be gaps. That 
will be the moment for the Unit¬ 
ed States to step forward with 
its take-it-or-leave-it bridging 
proposal. That will be the time 
of the leaders - Netanyahu, Ab¬ 
bas and Obama - and the test 
of their readiness for risk in the 
name of a peace thaf can only 


come with painful concessions. 
Israel is strong today for many 
reasons. A core one is the resil¬ 
ience and stability of ifs dem¬ 
ocratic institutions. There is, 
however, a risk to this: No de¬ 
mocracy can be immune to 
running an undemocratic sys¬ 
tem of oppression in territory un¬ 
der its control. To have citizens 
on one side of an invisible line 
and disenfranchised subjects 
without rights on the other side 
does not work. It is corrosive. A 
democracy needs borders. It 
cannot slither into military rule 
for Palestinians in occupied 
West Bank areas where state- 
subsidized-settler Jews have the 
right to vote as if wifhin Israel. If 
Israel is to remain a Jewish and 
democratic state - and it must 
- something has to give. Netan¬ 
yahu knows this. Palestinians 
must also make painful choices. 
They are weak; Israel is strong - 
and getting stronger. The world 
is never going back to 1948. 

In Jerusalem’s Old City, I was 
walking this year down from 
the Damascus Gate. Crowds of 
Palestinians were pouring out of 
a Friday service at the Al Aqsa 
Mosque. A large group of Or¬ 
thodox Jews was moving in the 
opposite direction, toward the 
Western Wall. Into this Muslim- 
Jewish melee, out of the Via 
Dolorosa, a cluster of Christians 
emerged carrying a large cross 
they tried to navigate through 
the crowd. It was a scene of 
despair for anyone convinced 
that faiths and peoples can be 
disentangled in the Holy Land. 
Looked at another way, it was a 
scene of hope, even mirth. 
Netanyahu has recently taken 
to quoting Hillel: “If I am not for 
myself, who will be for me?” Of 
course it was Hillel who said: 
“That which is hateful to your¬ 
self, do not do to your fellow. 
Thaf is the whole Torah, the rest 
is just commentary.” 

And Netanyahu’s chosen 
quote, in this time of strength, 
ends with four words he has 
omitted: “If not now, when?’ a 
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Giada De Laurentiis attends the Food Network’s 20th birthday party on Thursday, Oct. 17, 2013, in 
New York.

NEW YORK (AP) — Talk 
about an unlikely recipe for 
success — a cable network 
dedicated to... food? 

It may not seem even a 
little preposterous today, 
but when Food Network 
launched 20 years ago 
America was sitting at a 
very different dinner table. 
After all, this was before 
we’d learned to fetishize 
cupcakes, before Insta- 
gram made our every 
mouthful a shared experi¬ 
ence, before vegetables 
had cult followings. 

And yet this backwater 
network launched, plunk¬ 
ing cameras in front of 
chefs — many of them truly 
not ready for prime time — 
and hoping for the best. 
The gamble paid off. Two 
decades on, the Food Net¬ 
work has morphed beyond 
a television station that 
teaches us how to cook 
(more about that in a mo¬ 
ment). It has become a 
lifestyle, a marketing behe¬ 
moth turning chefs — and 
home cooks — into house¬ 
hold names even, if not es¬ 
pecially, with people who 
never cook. 

“It surprised me at first. But I 
think now, it doesn’t surprise 
me," longtime network star 
Bobby Flay said Thursday 
at a party to celebrate 
the 20-year milestone dur¬ 
ing the New York Wine and 


Food Festival. 

When the network 
launched, Americans 
didn’t take food seriously. 
Less than a decade later, 
a culinary awakening — fu¬ 
eled in part by the network 
itself — allowed Food Net¬ 
work to succeed, Flay said. 
Food Network didn’t invent 
the food celebrity — the 
fame of James Beard, Ju¬ 
lia Child and others pre¬ 
date it by decades — but it 
codified it into an industry. 
And it did so with such ef¬ 
ficiency, spawning the likes 
of Flay, Rachael Ray, Tyler 
Florence and Emeril La- 
gasse, that other networks 
were left scrambling. 

In many ways, the network 
was in the right place at 
the right time. To Giada De 
Laurentiis, star of “Giada 
at Home" among other 
shows, the right time was 
9/11 and the nesting in¬ 
stinct it triggered in so 
many Americans. 

“I truly believe my suc¬ 
cess is because of 9/11. 
Had it not been for 9/11, I 
don’t know that I would be 
here,” she said. “It made 
them think twice about 
what was important in life.” 
Today, of course, food 
television is a crowded 
field. Bravo helped rede¬ 
fine the reality segment 
with “Top Chef" and its 
various spinoffs. Gordon 
Ramsay spouts fire on Fox. 
ABC gave food a golden 


hour of daytime chat with 
“The Chew." Even CNN 
and Travel Channel have 
pulled up a chair, snatch¬ 
ing up Food Network 
alum Anthony Bourdain. 
till, Food Network — one 
of many lifestyle brands 
owned by Scripps Net¬ 
works Interactive — touts 
enviable numbers, reach¬ 
ing some 100 million U.S. 
households, never mind 
programming in more than 
150 countries around the 
world. It has its own maga¬ 
zine, its own lines of cook¬ 
ware and kitchen gear. 


Want Food Network wine 
or tablecloths? There's a 
product for that. Of course, 
that's broad strokes history. 
There’s also plenty in those 
20 years the network would 
rather forget. Paula Deen 
(conspicuously absent 
from the party) speaking 
her mind, anyone? Or not 
minding her diabetes. And 
there's Robert Irvine's little 
resume flub (the “Dinner: 
Impossible” star was fired 
for fabricating some of the 
more fantastic parts of his 
resume, but later returned 
with “Restaurant: Impos¬ 
sible”). Meanwhile, lower- 
tier talent love to grumble 
about stranglehold con¬ 
tracts that give the net¬ 
work near complete con¬ 
trol over budding careers. 
And then there's the prof¬ 
itability algorithm, which 
goes something like: less 
cooking equals more view¬ 
ers and sizzling ad dollars. It 
actually took years for the 
network to get profitable. 
And many say it did so by 
turning its back on some if 
its own fans and stars. 

In those early red ink years, 
the network was known 
mostly for food television 
with a how-to attitude 
aimed at people who 
cook. But on television, 
personality trumps talent, 
entertainment trounces 
know-how. That spelled 
the demise of shows with 
chefs offering teachable 


moments at the stove. 

To Irvine, it was a smart — 
and necessary — choice. 
“We’ve all got choices 
now. And our choices are 
very, very different from 
what they were 10 years 
ago, 20 years ago,” he 
said. “The television world 
has become so cutthroat, 
they’ve got to continue 
coming up with better 
programing.” So shows 
like Sara Moulton’s easy 
paced “Cooking Live" 
gave way to frenetic com¬ 
petitions like “Iron Chef,” 
"Chopped” and “Rachael 
vs. Guy.” 

The switch from chefs to 
personalities, from infor¬ 
mation to entertainment, 
got ratings and advertis¬ 
ers, but triggered an MTV- 
style backlash. Just as the 
music network was ridi¬ 
culed for letting videos die. 
Food Network was ribbed 
for favoring reality TV over 
real cooking. Bourdain 
practically launched his 
post-Food Network career 
by bashing it — as well as 
some of its less pedigreed 
stars. In response, much as 
MTV launched sister net¬ 
works to recover its lost 
ground. Food Network in 
2010 created The Cooking 
Channel, a back-to-basics, 
edgier sibling. 

What about the next 20 
years? It’s hard to imag¬ 
ine Americans tuning out 
food-as-entertainment
